A couple of officers were 
having fun one day on ahill- 
top zapping passing motor- 
ists with their radar gun and 
nabbing them for speeding. 
Suddenly the officer with the 
gun was startled to see it dis- 
play a reading of over 300 
MPH before going blank. 
Moments later an RAF low 
flying Harrier shot overhead, 
SO putting two and two to- 
gether the constabulary made 


a formal complaint to the ef- 
fect that the RAF had tam- 
pered. with their radar gun. 
The reply came back that the 
officer was fortunate to be 
alive. Apparently the Harrier 
electronics had determined 
that enemy radar was locked 
onto them and had the plane 
been carrying armed mis- 
siles, the constable would 
not have been around long 
enough to file a complaint! 
Presumably some form of 
electronic counter measures 
were responsible for taking 
out the sensitive front end of 
the officer’s radar gun. 

Speeding. We have all 
done it, even if we won’t 
admit it. The most unsullied 
of drivers has gone over the 
“Maximum Speed Limit” that 
is posted on every road in 
Canada. . 

There are many, many 
myths and misconceptions 

_ floating around out there 

about RADAR (RAdio De- 
tection And Ranging) units 
and how they operate. Cen- 
tre Hastings Detachment 
Senior Constable Bob 
MacAlister is a certified RA- 
DAR instructor, and he can 
tell you that your best bet, 
regardless of what you 


choose to believe, is to just - 


drive the speed limit. No 
Inatter who believes what 
about the reliability of the 


oe Se caupiaeat and/or the com- 


o>peience of die officer. using

it, the only way to eliminate 
all doubt is to obey the law. 

I recently had the oppor- 
tunity of accompanying 
Traffic Management Officer 
MacAlister during a routine 
radar blitz on Highway 7. 
MacAlister, who has racked 
up over 19 years as an OPP 
officer, confided to me that 
he has heard all the stories 
why people were speeding. 
As a matter of fact, I had 
been stopped by MacAlister 
on the way to my first day 
as Editor of the Madoc Re- 


view in April and had a story 
to tell him about why I was 
speeding. 

Some of the typical ques- 
tions I had centred around 
the conceptions,I presumed 


were correct. “Will radar 
work in inclement weather”, 
I asked. “Radar accuracy is 
generally not affected by bad 
weather” the constable said, 


“however, the sensitivity may. 


be diminished somewhat. 
And the main reason that you 
do not see many tickets be- 
ing written in bad weather is 
that cops do not like to be out 
in the elements any more than 
anyone else.” Seems like a 
good answer! 

I considered the radar de- 
tector some drivers have in 
their speed buggies. “Will ra- 
dar detectors prevent them 
from getting, a speeding 
ticket”, I asked. “No, but 
driving the speed limit will 
prevent you from getting a 
speeding ticket. Besides, they 
aren’t legal to use anyway”, 
he quipped as he smiled. 

Some people are very 
good at speeding while 
watching out for the cops. As 
we drove along Highway 7, 
nearing the Queensboro exit, 
the Genesis II radar unit 
starts to flash 12Skph. The 
driver of the new Ford Ex- 
plorer has obviously seen the 
cruiser approaching! Unfor- 
tunately, this speeder in the 


“80kph zone seemed. to not be 


. 


paying too much attention to 
much at all so he was an 
easy target. The driver, af- 
ter exchanging pleasantries 
with Constable MacAlister, 
and receiving a ticket in ex- 
cess of $300, doesn’t be- 
lieve he was actually doing 
the speed the officer says he 
was. The question now be- 
comes, “If I ask to see the 
radar, the officer has to 
show it to me”. There is no 
law in effect making it man- 
datory for the officer to 
show you the radar. Consta- 


ble MacAlister’s feeling has 
always been that if he has a 
legitimate speed locked in, 
why not show it to them? 
This officer has nothing to 
hide! Now it’s my tum to 
smile as I think “this driver 
probably doesn’t even have 
an idea what he is looking 
at!” The Genesis II unit will 
remain locked in for an in- 
definite period of time, so it 
could be a speed from 2 
hours ago. 

Prior to getting in with 
Constable MacAlister, I had 
started the moming out in 
another cruiser with Com- 
munity Services Officer 
Leslie McIntyre. As we 
drove along 7, she told me 
something that, at first 
seemed like a myth. “There 
are certain criteria that an 
officer uses when determin- 
ing which vehicle is actually 
speeding,” she mentions. 
“They are too involved for 
me to go into here, but it is 
possible to pick a car out of 
a group, or one which is 
travelling alone, and tell how 
fast that vehicle is travelling, 
without the need to use the 
radar unit.” Yeah, right I 
think. Now the cops have 
become psychics. Yet, later 
on with Constable 
MacAlister, he too con- 
vinces me that this is a fact 
based on experience. 
Heresay may or may not 
stand up legally, but. [ now 


have a better understanding 
why the new technology in- 
corporated in the OPP’s ra- 
dar units have become a fa- 
vourite among all traffic 
management officers in the 
field and are very difficult to 
gO up against in court. 

“How fast can someone 
go over the limit bef6re they 
will get a ticket?”, | ask. The 
answer, I conclude, depends 
on the officer.and the juris- 
diction. Most officers have 
the discretion as to when 
they write tickets. The best 
answer, obviously, is drive 
the posted limit and no more. 
But, is there a point where 
we must be realistic? 

Now my favourite 
question.."Do police offic- 
ers have a quota?”, I ask. 
We have ail been told end- 
lessly about this myth..the 
one which says a traffic cop 
is only as good as his last 
ticket. 

The reality here though is 
that the traffic cop’s job is 
not unlike any other with 
performance standards. “If 
I come in at the end of my 
shift with no paperwork, 
acting Staff Sergeant Ken 
Salisbury may wonder what 
in the world I was doing out 
there.” says MacAlister. “I 
may write 50 tickets a 
month, or I may only write 
10”. It is up to the officer’s 
discretion as to whether or 
not a citation is issued. 

Sadly, there is no short- 
age of violations occurring. 
The key is, are they solid 
tickets that make sense. Re- 
turing eastwards along 7, 
the Genesis II blinks a steady 
107kph. The driver passes 
the cruiser, oblivious it 
seems to the posted speed. 
Constable MacAlister 
checks in the rear view mir- 
rors on the cruiser, ascer- 
tains that no oncoming traf- 
fic would create a danger- 
ous situation, pulls a u-turn 
and we're off in pursuit of 
the 18-wheeler. As I photo- 
graph.the transport pulled to 
the side of 7, with Cst. 
MacAlister engaged in con- 
versation with the driver, I 
think, “this guy is going to 
be upset..another $300+ 
ticket”. As I await the offic- 
er’s return to the cruiser, he 
gets in and says he isn’t go- 
ing to cite the driver for 
speeding. “As traffic man- 
agement officers”, states 
MacAlister, “we must be

Teen swarmers 
have date in court 


Hastings - Eight local men face charges following a 
police investigation of a warming that took place in Hast- 
ings Oct. 20.

Havelock-Belmont-Methuen. 

The decision was reached 
at the Nov. 23rd meeting as 
the components of the new 
municipality finalized amal- 
gamation details leading to 
the Jan. 1, 2001 deadline. It 
means the agreement will be 
terminated as of Dec. 3ist. 
although the local municipal- 
ity will provide a 30-day ex- 
tension of services if 
needed. 

PUC chair Ron Peters 
expressed empathy for the 
Village of Havelock but said 
the wells are borderline there, 
the system is very fragile and 
he foresaw a lot of future 
problems unless action is 
taken.

A memo tabled at the 
Transition Board meeting 
offered a list of points, pro 
and con, to help council 
members make an evalua- 
tion in their review of the 
proposed continuation of the 
agreement. 

Listed on the positive side 
are lost revenues that could 
be used to supplement wa- 
ter reserves, the viewing of 
the new municipality as a 
possible centre for the deliv- 
ery of various services to the 


public and lost employment 
opportunity to staff to work 
overtime while gaining expe- 
rience on other water sys- 
tems. 

Two of the questions 
listed by Nielsen that could 
input negatively on the new 
council: Will they accept a 
lower service level for the 
municipal water systems 
while staff works in moni- 
toring the system and is it 
worth the $1 reduction on 
the monthly water bill to 
send staff outside the mu- 
nicipality while local cus- 
tomers wait for service? 

Liability is also a major 
concern.

many clauses are inserted 
into the agreement, it was 
noted, the municipality will 
be automatically drawn into 
any crisis or litigation. 
Nielsen questioned whether 
this is an acceptable risk for 
the new municipality. He also 
asked whether the members 
of the new council are pre- 
pared to take the personal 
risk. 
Ongoing concern 

It was also pointed out 
that while MOEE’s order to 
comply came Nov. 17th to 
address conditions of con- 
cern with the Havelock wa- 
ter, the problem has been 
ongoing for a number of 
years. The memo also won- 
dered whether “there are not 
enough issues to deal with 
within our own boundaries 
without taking on other 
workloads.” 

An estimate of the annual 
impact of the Havelock wa- 
ter agreement revenue to the 
new municipality represents 
total revenue of $116,000 
and a net estimated profit of 
$32,480. The report showed 
2,705 total households in the 
new municipality: Hastings, 
470; Warkworth, 1,175; 
Campbellford, 1,060.

Health Unit 
on target with 
free flu shots 


Over 10,000 
people have 
taken 
advantage 
of program 


Port Hope - More than 
10,000 residents have al- 
ready been given a flu shot 
by the Haliburton, kawartha, 
Pine Ridge District Health 
Unit and another 30,000 peo- 
ple are expected to take ad- 
vantage of the free program 
before it is completed. 

The Health Unit has ad- 
ministered thousands of in- 
fluenza shots through clin- 
ics for school children and 
emergency service workers 
in Northumberland, Victoria 
and Haliburton Counties, 
Medical Officer of Health 
Dr. Alex Hukowich told a 
Nov. 21 Board of Health 
meeting. 

“We are particularly 
pleased with the number of 
school children who have 
been immunized through 
the program as they are the 
prime spreaders of the vi- 
rus to other members of the 
community,” Dr. Hukowich 
says. 

He also said he was “ex- 
tremely pleased with the 
high level of participation in 
the program by physicians. 

“Together we are work- 
ing hard to ensure as many 
people as possible get im- 
munized against the flu.” 

The Health Units public 
clinics began Nov. 21 and it 
is anticipated that another 
30,000 people will be given 


othe 


the flu shot through those 
clinics. Among the local clin- 
ics will be those at the Hast- 
ings Civic Centre (1 pm to 8 
pm) and the Alderville Com- 
munity Centre Dec. 14(1 pm 
until 8 pm). 

Clinics will be held at the 
Northumberland Mall in Co- 
bourg on Dec. 2 (10 am un- 
til 5 pm), Dec. 6 and 13 (1 
pm until 8 pm) and the Co- 
bourg Lions Centre on Dec. 
12 from. 1 pm until 8 pm. 

Dr. Hukowich says that 
some health units have set 
their targets of immunization 
at one per cent of their popu- 
lation during the first year. 

“We have been quite ag- 
gressive in setting a higher 
goal for ourselves and we are 
actively working to immu- 
nize approximately 40,000 in 
our three counties,” he said. 

The provincial govern- 
ment announced in July that 
influenza vaccine would be 
available free of charge to all 
Ontario residents. Health

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The Little Store That Could 


by Aubrey Johnson 


Once upon a time, in little 
, towns all across Canada, 
every business was family- 
owned. 

Mom and Pop ran the gro- 
cery store. Also the butcher 
‘shop. Drugstore. Movie 
house. Gas station. Most of 
their customers were area 
farm families. Stickwood’s 
V&S in Madoc was no ex- 
ception! 

Virtually all of the mom- 
and-pop places are gone 


now, replaced by the Wal- 
Marts of the world. Unfor- 
tunately, the success of cor- 
porate Canada has had a dev- 


astating effect on consumer - 


choice. Stick wood’s offered 
a convenient, inexpensive 
alternative to national chains 
or would-be department 
stores for the Hastings 
County community. In addi- 
tion, the Stickwoods were a 
friendly family. What made 
Stickwood’s special was the 
intimate feeling about the 
store, an atmosphere that 
could only be fostered in a 
small business. , 

“We came to Madoc in 
1935", said Howard 
Stickwood, “after having 


had a small business in’ 


Jackson’s Point, near 
Sutton. I had made a few 
dollars there and saw an ad 
in the paper that said small 
business for sale in Madoc 
anv it didn’t require much

capital, so I scraped together 
$800.00 and bought the busi- 
ness on September 22.” 
Most business owners of 
that time relied heavily on the 
community to sustain their 
enterprises and it was a com- 
mon sight to see people shop 
when the baby bonuses or old 
age pensions came in. Small 
businesses usually begin with 
an idea, one or two risk tak- 
ers and a small amount of 
Start-up capital and not only 
survived, but also thrived in 
this free-market environ- 
In the case of 


ment. 


Stickwood’s, the consensus 
was that they couldn’t afford 
to carry anyone for credit and 
in the first year of operation 
did about $7,000 worth of 
business for the whole year! 
“Howard was totally com- 
mitted”, said Norma, “and he 
said ‘It doesn’t mean I don’t 
love you, but our store must 
come first!’”. 

“If wholesale bills had to 
be paid on Saturday nights,” 
continued Norma, “he would 
count the money and tuck it 
into a pocket. We'd go be- 
hind the counter and I'd say, 
“Is it close?” and Howard 
would reply 
“coming...coming!” Once the 
amount owed to the whole- 
saler would be reached, 
Howard would fold the 
money over, return the 
money to his pocket then 
start on a new pocket.” 

In a free market economy, 
large chain stores place 


smaller stores in the position 
of having to remain com- 
petitive. True, not all small 
businesses can survive this 
competition. But while it 
can be heart breaking to per- 
sonally see small, family- 
owned businesses get 
“crowded out” by the big 
boys, a proper economic 
analysis must consider pro- 
ductivity increases in net 
terms. To this end, it is im- 
portant to remember that the 
success of megastores like 
WalMart or Staples is based 
on the voluntary association 
of consumers and the crea- 
tive, risk-taking entrepre- 
neurs who put their personal 
wealth and reputation on the 
line in order to please them. 

Howard. Stickwood busle 
his reputation on his firm 
belief that credit was impor- 
tant and had to be paid as 
agreed or the wholesaler 
wouldn't send any goods. 
“We had a lot of opposition 
when we opened the store”, 
continued Norma, “and we 
were the young kids on the 
block who wouldn't last. 
We didn’t have a friend, no 
family, not a soul tu back us 
up.” Yet, prior to the Sec- 
ond World War in Canada, 
in a land of rugged individu- 
alism, only a few could sit 
at the top of the ladder. The 
rest would have to hang on 
to the rungs. Regardless of 
the community’s hard- 


. nosed viewpoints, Howard 


Stickwood rose to the top 
as a merchant people could 
rely on and look up to. 

In 1937, Norma and 
Howard married. Through 
the tough times of the early 
years, the Stickwoods con- 
tinued their quest to be the 
best they could. 

Sitting in an easy chair in 
his living room, Howard 
Stick wood mused about the 
people he had met and dealt 
with over the years. And 
suddenly it became very 
clear to me: if it hadn't been 
for his guts, his sharp busi- 
ness skills and his own end- 
less energy, Stickwood’s 
would not have survived the 
past 65 years. 

Regardless of incorpora- 
tion, suburbanisation and 
gentrification, Stickwood’s 
has stood like a rock at the 
crossroads in Centre Hast- 
ings since 1935. 

Choice has now become 
the consumer’s new credo 
however, and local “mom 
and pop” operations simply 


do not have the resources to 
provide their customers with 
the greatest array of prod- 
uct choices. My point is that 
dynamic market economies 
are always changing. It is 
their nature to seek the most 
effective means for solving 
consumer dilemmas. Some 
people may be inconven- 
ienced; however, in net 
terms, society is always im- 
proved by embracing the 
type of voluntary association 
that may lead people away 
from one transaction toward 
a more appealing one. Even 
the largest, most generic of 
storeseannot drive out 
niche-specific commerce, 
simply because that niche 
knows the importance, as in 


the case’ of Stickwood ‘s, of 


putting a premium on qual- 
ity, personal service. 

Howard Stick wood ts the 
last remaining merchant of 
a bygone era. All the others 
have slipped into the history 
books and the memories of 
those who remember kinder 
times. Unfortunately, 
Stickwood’s now faces a 
new crossroads and has 
made the decision to stop 
operations.

Last year, during the five 
week R.1.D.E. festive season 
initiative, which ran from 
November 29 to January 2. 
a total of 569,898 vehicles 
were stopped at roadside 
checkpoints. A total of 1,104 
12-hour licence suspensions 
were issued and 523 persons 
were charged with criminal 
code alcohol-related 
charges; 499 of the 90 Ad- 
ministrative Drivers Licence 
Suspensions were also ts- 
sued. In other words. for

every 350 drivers stopped at 
a R.I.D.E. checkpoint, one 
driver was either charged 
with an impaired driving re- 
lated charge or was issued a 
12-hour licence suspension.

Hastings, (CCCH), to ex- 
pand on its mandate of sup- 
plying support services to 
seniors and adults with dis- 
abilities. To facilitate this, 
community needs first have 
to be identified and available 
resources built upon. Co- 
operation among various 
groups and volunteer help is 
essential to meeting these 
needs. 

Pat Dobb, CCCH execu- 
tive director, said they are 
working with the Tweed 
Ministerial Society and oth- 
ers to identify needs and re- 
sources. 

“What we have found in 
the area of the County of 
Hastings (is) transportation 
is quite a large issue. We are 
all having trouble with the 
community needing medical 
appointments outside of 
Tweed or any other services 
needed. What we are doing 
is we are going to meet as a 
group so we can inform 
each other as to what we are 
doing and use all the re- 
sources by joining together 


and that is what is so great 
about this particular commit- 
tee. It’s all about building 
partnerships so that we can 
build our resources,” she 
explained. 

Four communities 

CCCH is working to bring 
the four communities of 
Madoc, Marmora, Stirling 
and Tweed, along with com- 
munity service groups, to- 
gether to serve the collective 
community. With limited 
funding, volunteers played an 
important role in the deliv- 
ery of services and pro- 
grams. 

Ms. Dobb said the four 
offices of CCCH — Tweed, 
Madoc, Marmora and Stir- 
ling — have over 300 volun- 
teers helping a clientele of 
over 900. Although they re- 
ceive some funding from the 
Ministry of Health Ms. Dobb 
said landlords, service clubs 
and legions help provide 
funding for the office loca- 
tions. 

“Fund raising is a large 
part of our organization,” 
Ms. Dobb said, noting vol- 
unteers have raised over 
$15,000 for CCCH. In one 
instance alone a six-month 
raffle on a quilt resulted in 


$4,400 being raised. Bake 
sales are another source of 
income with two planned for 
in January in Madoc and Stir- 
ling. 

Given the scope of core 
programs and new initiatives 
CCCH is undertaking even 
funds raised by volunteers 
barely covers costs. 

In part this is due to their 
mission statement which 
reads, “we strive to provide 
programs and services that 
assist our clients to reside in 
their own homes and im- 
prove the quality of life by 


assisting them to better uti- 


lizing community re- 
sources.”
